The City Has Never Baited Since It Was 


1'irst Fairly Started. 


Ernest Ingersoll writes a paper on the 


Greater New York, entitled "Reasoning 
Out a Metropolis," for St. Nicholas. 
Mr. Ingersoll sayai 


The people of New York, Brooklyn, 


Staten Island and certain nearby north- 
era towns resolved to join themselves 
together into one oity, which is now the 
Greater New York, it embraces 341 
qtiare miles of territory and includes a 
iopnlation of nearly 3,400,000. 


Besides these at least another million 
well on the New Jersey side of the 
ludson river, quite as near and as 
losely identified with the great city on 
Manhattan Island as are those of the 
northern and eastern suburbs. 
This 


makes a population of nearly 4,500,000 
which may be said to belong to New 
York, making it not only by far the 
argest center of human life and inter- 
sts in America, but, excepting only 
jondon, the most popnlons spot on the 
globe. 


How has it happened that this vast 


oity has grown tip where it stands? 
"Why did not; the American metropolis 
arise somewhere else? Is its position all 
an accident, or does history show sonnd 
reasons fcr its situation? The earliest 
settlement here was merely a trading 
station that gradually became a small 
leaport, like a dozen others along the 
coast. Before the year 1700 these were 
o nearlj alike that he would have been 
a wise prophet who truly foretold which 
would thrive. Indeed many men of that 
day firmly believed that Newport and 
Annapolis were to be the two great 
American seaports. 


Great cities arise at the points where 


fie greatest number of people find it 
convenient to meet at first for business 
md later for pleasure. You cannot force 
, city to grow in an unnatural or unsuit- 
,ble situation, and it is no easier to pre- 
•ent a oity from growing in its proper 
ilace. But the conditions that change a 
rillage into a big town and expand the 
:own into a city or metropolis are not 
;he same in different parts of the globe 
and vary with the march of the cen- 
;uries; so that now many an ancient 
world market, like Nineveh or Mem- 
phis, has totally disappeared, while 
;owns like Berlin have lately increased 
with amazing rapidity, after a long his- 
tory as small and insignificant places. 
As for New York, it has never halted 
or gone backward for a moment since 
,t was fairly started on its career in 
1628.

United States Consul..General at'Ha- 
vana, has not officially, nor semi-ofH- 
cially advised Americans to leave Ha- 
vana. They.find that the Naval Court 
of Inquiry hus not made d report and 
that it is not known whether the Maine 
was destroyed by an explosion inside 
tbe vessel or by a mine or.torpedo out- 
side the vessel. . 


The Naval Department'has let a con- 


tract to raise J;he; Maine. Uhs .con- 
tractors have now a'part of the wreck- 
ing outfit iu Havana harbor. Aa it will 
take weeks under the most favorable 
circumstances to raise the Maine it is 
not probable that the Administration 
would let the contract if war with 
Hptiin was contemplated within a week. 


It is clearly evident that the Admin- 


istration will do nothing to incite the 
Spaniards to war until;' it is officially 
ascertained whether the loss^o'f the 
Maine was due to^an-acoident onboard 
the ship or to the^treaqhia,ry!7f the 
Soanish officials'it-Havana. « it is 
shown that the Spaniards are respon- 
sible for the destruction of the vessel, 
then our Government will-doubtless 
demand indemnity and an explanation 
from Spain. If these are refused then 
the Administration will be compelled 
by public opinion to 
daclare war 


against Spain. As the first shot fired 
in such a war will mean Cuban inde- 
pendence Spain will scarcely assume 
tbe responsibility for having it, fired. 
The probability is, therefore, greatly 
against war arising from tbe destruc- 
tion of the Maine. 
If_ investigation 


proves tbat the Maine -was blown up 
by a torpedo iu the harbor Spain wili 
decline all knowledge of the act, but 
ns it occurred iu Spanish waters will 
indemnify our Government fur the 
loss of the vessel, and the relatives .of 
the ssKinea whoso lives were lost, eo 
far as it CHU ba doae,by_4: money eo.in- 
ponstitio:,, and that will close the inci- 
dent.

The .existence of mioro-organisins 


inimical to life and health has beau' es- 
tablished beyond dispute. Dr. Breiter 
founds his thesis,- recently printed ' in 
The Medical Record, on this hypothe- 
sis. But his leading .point, insisted up- 
on with much force, is the danger which 
is hidden in the apparently harmless 
and sometimes pleasing custom of shak- 
ing hands. He says: 
•• "That the surf ace of the human body 
is a very hotbed for the propagation of 
a great variety of '. micro-organisms 
Fnerbinger, Mittman, Bizzozero, Mn- 
giora and Welch have elucidated most 
conclusively. It is certainly beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that in the presence 
.of a predisposing factor and sometimes 
even without that the microbio diseases 
are ushered into existence by their 'indi- 
vidual prototypes, this being essentially 
brought about by contact in some way 
of the two contingent forces. • Modern 
surgery is founded on this principle. 
The carefulness with which we prepare 
our hands and surgical instruments be- 
fore and after a surgical operation well 
exemplifies the importance of a famil- 
iarity \vith its dangers in every sense. 


"We recognize that many of our mi- 


crobio diseases, especially of the exan- 
thematic type,'eliminate their toxic ele- 
ment very largely through the medium 
of the skin, which undergoes extensive 
exfoliation, disseminating the poison far 
and wide. Isolation is resorted to and 
enforced most rigorously, thereby check 
ing the spread of the disease, and then 
disinfectants lavishly used cause the de- 
struction of the offending armies.. In 
tho era of scientific prophylaxis conse- 
quent upon the introduction of the mi- 
croscope, bacteriology aurl antiseptics 
we find a steady decline of epidemics 
either developing in the outer world or 
in our hospital wards. Yet accidental 
inoculations of tuberculosis, smallpox 
and vaccinia, as well as more horrible 
diseases, still exist and are but demon- 
strations of either an unavoidable cause 
or a faulty observance of established 
data." 


Dr. Breiter gives a thorough discus- 


sion as to what may be the result of con- 
tact" of the bauds. He declares that with 
men who are of cleanly habits, but wUio 
hava acquired disease and such as they 
would wish to hide from their fellow 
men, the specific bacillus of this disease 
has been found in filth collected from 
the hand. He has found tubercle bacilli 
in the dirt taken from the hand of the 
man suffering from tuberculosis, the 
Klebs-Loeffler microbe among cases ol 
suspected diphtheria and had no donbj 
that the specific germs of every microbio 
disease may and would Le found in mil- 
lions on the surfaces of the hands ii 
proper experimentation were made. He 
proceeds as follows : 


"Many victims of scarlet fever, both 


in the early and desquamative stages, 
especially the. latter, are walking the 
streets of every large city ready to in- 
graft upon the moist hand of any ohanco 
acquaintance the prolific virus of the 
disease. The same may be said of per- 
sons with 
pulmonary tuberculosis, 


whose hands and handkerchiefs, through 
constant wiping of the month, are foul 
and saturated with the . bacteria laden 
expectoration of the disease. Tubercu 
losis of the hand, the lesion large or 
small, in area, often painless and un- 
recognized as such for a long while-and 
perhaps untreated, is by no means an 
infrequent occurrence. 
Scabies, we 


know, has a marked predilection for the 
band." Need I mention others? Now 
whether these.conditions are the result 
of hand to hand contact or not does uol 
matter. The conditions themselves are 
dangerous elements, and it is the con- 
sideration of such factors in the causa- 
tion of disease that we are studying. 


"Of course the mucous membrane 


serves as a better pabulum for the inya 
sion and development of micro organ 
isms, but the skin is not absolutely neg 
ntive in that respect, and if it were it 
would make little difference, as the 
two, skin and mucous membrane, are 
very often in close apposition with each 
other. We know that'the hand has car 
tied bacteria to the month, disseminat- 
ing contagion in that way. Typhoid fe 
ver, Asiatic cholera, diphtheria and oth- 
er diseases are known to have been pro- 
duced that way. Why search throv.gh 
medical libraries for similar and per- 
haps more conclusive evidence? Tho 
subject has passed the stage of novelty. 
So while we professional people.are.by, 
reason of our profession forced' to invite 
and then to battle—for we have antisep- 
tics—with these enemies, there is no 
reason why we should unneoessarily.an d 
under the.cloak of custom invite theuv 
and then leave them to do their harm. 


"Some may look: upon this subject 


with derisi6n. Nevertheless the truth is 
this: No matter how small the percent- 
age of evil consequences arising from 
this universal handshaking, the total 
number, in view of its extensiveness, 
must necessarily be great. The subject 
is deserving, of serious consideration. 
Conscientious physicians and surgeons 
will accorrljf-U -

TDK WAR CLOUD. 


The Indications are that It Is Gradually 


Drifting away. 


Latest telegraphic news considered 


at all reliable give out there will be no 
war between this country and Spain. 
Any differences that exist or may de- 
velop through the investigation of. the 
Maine disaster will be settled by arbi- 
tration. 
On Wednesday night the 


greatest excitement prevailed in the 
Oity of Havana. Something of extra- 
ordinary importance had been dis- 
covered by the Court of Inquiry, but 
outside of the members of the Court 
and Consul Qeneral Lou nobody knew 
what it was, bat rumors and idle spec- 
ulation magnified reports into all sorts 
of things. One of the rumors canent 
was that amidst the wreckage a piece 
of iron had been discovered, which had 
no connection with any thing used in 
constructing the Maine or its arma- 
ment. This, if true, was considered 
conclusive evidence that the fragment 
had come,from a sab-marine mine or 
stationary torpedo, 


The reports that Consul Qeneral Lee 


was about to leave Havana are denied 
by that gentleman. He says that his 
place is there' and be proposes to re- 
main there until a solution of the 
present 
situation 
will 
h&ve^ been 


reached. 


The Spanish Government baa, so it 


is reported, informed the United States 
that it is willing and ready to pay any 
indemnity for the loss of the Maine 
and her men, if it can be proven that 
Spain or her loyal subjects were in 
any wise connected with the terrible 
affair. 
.: 


President^ McKinley will do all he 


can to prevent war. The evidence thus 
far presented that the Maine was 
blown up is not sufficient to' establish 
the responsibility. 
The President de- 


sires delay BO that the preseut excite- 
ment will subside. 
Besides if war 


must come out of the present compli- 
cations be is anxious to be prepared for 
it. 
He hopes also that if the responsi- 


bility of the Maine .disaster, can be 
fixed upon Spanish, officials or others 
that Government will promptly;put to 
death the perpetrators of the crime. 
Eehoj.es that Spain's offer to make 
Full satisfaction will be accepted by 
the American people. 


The State Department estimates that 


the proposed indemnity should be .in 
the neighborhood of $10,000,000. 


The work of rescuing the bodies of 


the victims is progressing, bnt owing to 
rough weather there has been some de- 
lay. 
There are yet 
eighty-five or 


ejghty-six men missing and five nape 
died in tba hospital. 
It is believed 


that ipme of the victims were blown to 
atome.and nothing by which they can 
be Ideated will be discovered. 


At Washington there is considerable 


war talk and. as much against, it. The 
Administration admits the situation a 
grave one, but is against precipitating 
war. Measures will be taken, however, 
to act promptly should the emergency 
arise, bnt it is not.necfljjsary to alarm 
the people. 
Congress must be ready 


to assist the Administration -without 
making too many inquiries.
